My  decision  to  retire  from  the  position  of  president  of 
Northwestern  State  University  after  more  than  30  years 
in  the  field  of  education  was  a  most  difficult  one, 
because  my  service  to  the  young  people  of  Louisiana-- 
particularly  at  Northwestern--has  been  most  rewarding. 

Northwestern  progressed  in  numerous  areas  during  the 
years  in  which  I  had  the  privilege  to  serve  as  president 
of  the  great  old  institution,  and  for  this  I  am  deeply 
proud.   I  am  proud  of  our  physical  expansion,  enroll- 
ment increases  and  development  of  new  academic  programs.

Northwestern.

Certainly,  I  made  mistakes,  but  I 
leave  the  position  of  president  with  the  peace  of  mind 
that  comes  from  knowing  that  every  decision  I  made  as 
president  of  Northwestern  was  based  upon  what  I  con- 
sidered to  be  best  for  the  university. 

I  pledge  my  total  support  to  my  successor  and  extend  to 
him  my  warmest  and  most  sincere  wishes  for  success. 
Thank  you  again  for  your  cooperation  through  the  years, 
and  please  join  me  in  continuing  to  support  the  insti- 
tution which  means  so  much  to  all  of  us.

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Kilpatrick  To  Retire 
As  NSU  President 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  announced 
to  the  State  Board  of  Trustees  for 
Colleges  and  Universities  this  sum- 
mer that  he  will  retire  from  his 
position  as  president  of  Northwestern 
effecive  Jan.  31,   1978. 

President  of  the  university  since 
August  of  1966,  Kilpatrick  served  as 
dean  of  the  college  at  Northwestern 
for  six  months  before  assuming  the 
presidency. 

Kilpatrick,  who  has  served  as  a 
teacher,  coach  ana  administrator  in 
Louisiana  education  systems  for  30 
years,  will  become  a  vice-president  of 
the  AMI  Group  of  Shreveport  upon 
his  retirement  from  Northwestern. 

Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondary  Education  at 
Northeast  Louisiana  University  be- 
fore moving  to  Northwestern,  Kil- 
patrick was  on  the  Northeast  faculty 
for  15  years. 

From  1946  until  1961,  Kilpatrick 
was  a  mathematics  and  social  studies 
teacher  at  Jonesboro  Hodge  High 
School  and  also  served  as  the  school's 
assistant  football  and  head  basket- 
ball coach.  His  basketball  team  won 
the  Class  A  state  championship  in 
1950-51. 

A  1938  graduate  of  Eros  High 
School,  he  earned  his  bachelor's  de- 
gree from  Northwestern  in  1943  after 
attending  Northeast  Junior  College 
for  two  years.  Kilpatrick  received 
his  master's  degree  from  Louisiana 
State  University  in  1953  and  his 
doctorate  from  LSU  in  1965. 

Unprecedented  enrollment  increases, 
academic  advancement  and  physical 
expansion  have  highlighted  Kilpat- 
rick's  tenure  at  Northwestern.  En- 
rollment, which  was  below  5,000 
when  Kilpatrick  assumed  the  presi- 
dency   at    NSU,    now    exceeds    6,500. 

Numerous  new  degree  programs 
have  been  developed  during  Kilpat- 
rick's  administration,  including  two- 
year  associate  degrees  in  various  aca- 
demic fields  and  the  university's  first 
doctoral  degrees,  which  were  estab- 
lished in  1969  just  one  year  before 
Northwestern  achieved  university 
status. 

Physical  development  during  Kil- 
patrick's  tenure  has  changed  the  face 
of  the  916-acre  Northwestern  campus. 
More  than  $25  million  has  been  ob- 
tained for  construction  of  such  facil- 
ties  as  a  Biological  Sciences  Building, 
Teacher  Education  Center,  Student 
Recreation  Complex,  Physical  Educa- 
tion Center  and  the  Eugene  P.  Wat- 
son Memorial  Library.  A  $10  million 
athletic  complex  is  currently  taking 
shape  on  the  Northwestern  campus.

Homecoming  Ceremonies  Oct.  1 

Thousands  of  alumni  and  visitors  will  converge  on  Northwestern 
Oct.  1  for  the  university's  annual  fall  Homecoming  activities. 

"Something  Old,  Something  New,"  the  Homecoming  theme,  fo- 
cuses on  Northwestern's  rich  tradition  as  an  education  pioneer  in  Louis- 
iana and  the  school's  enormous  growth  and  progress  in  recent  years. 

Highlighting  the  Homecoming  program  will  be  the  football  game 
Saturday  night  at  7:30  p.m.  between  Northwestern  and  Northeast  Lou- 
isiana University  in  the  new  Turpin  Stadium. 

Homecoming  is  being  coordinated  by  the  Office  of  External  Affairs 
at  NSU.  Dr.  C.  B.  Ellis,  director  of  external  affairs,  is  coordinator  of  the 
program,  and  co-chairmen  of  the  Homecoming  program  are  graduate 
students  Doug  Norris  of  Harahan  and  Judith  Morgan  of  Monroe. 

Homecoming  activities  begin  Friday  with  a  pep  rally  at  7  p.m.  at 
the  Student  Union.  A  student-alumni  dance  is  scheduled  for  8  p.m.  in 
the  Student  Union  Ballroom. 

Saturday's  activities  start  at  10  a.m.  with  an  NSU  Foundation  board 
of  directors  meeting  in  the  Student  Union  Governing  Board  Conference 
Room.  At  11  a.m.,  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Northwestern  Alumni 
Association  will  meet  in  the  Student  Union. 

A  Homecoming  parade  featuring  floats,  bands  and  other  marching 
units  from  Northwestern  and  area  high  schools  is  scheduled  for  noon 
on  the  Northwestern  campus  and  in  downtown  Natchitoches. 

Registration,  campus  tours,  open  houses  and  a  reception  are  sched- 
uled from  2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  Registration  and  the  reception  will  be  con- 
ducted in  the  Student  Union. 

Tours  will  include  a  tour  of  the  new  stadium  and  recreation  com- 
plex. Campus  dormitories,  sorority  and  fraternity  houses,  special  in- 
terest groups  and  academic  ^departments  will  sponsor  open  house  dur- 
ing the  afternoon. 

Members  of  the  Graduate  N  Club  will  meet  at  4  p.m.  in  the  N  Club 
Room  of  Prather  Coliseum,  and  the  annual  Homecoming  Banquet  will 
be  at  5  o'clock.  Entertainment  for  the  banquet  will  be  provided  by  the 
NSU  Entertainers,  and  alumni  may  order  their  tickets  in  advance. 

The  Homecoming  Queen  and  members  of  her  court  will  be  pre- 
sented during  ceremonies  at  7  p.m.  at  the  stadium,  and  following  the 
game  will  be  several  alumni  and  student  parties,  dances  and  other  pro- 
grams.

Northeast  to  Provide  Opposition  For  Homecoming 


Old  rival  Northeast  Louisiana  will  be  providing  the 
opposition  Saturday  night,  Oct.  1,  when  Northwestern 
State  University  plays  its  first  Homecoming  football  game 
in  the  all-new  Harry    'Rags"  Turpin  Stadium. 

Game  time  is  7:30  p.m.  in  the  16,000-seat  facility,  with 
pre-game  activities  scheduled  all  day  on  the  NSU  campus. 
The  pre-game  festivities  in  the  stadium  are  tentatively 
scheduled  to  begin  at  7:15  p.m. 

It  will  be  the  third  home  outing  of  the  season  for 
Northwestern.  The  Demons  of  third-year  head  coach  A.  L. 
.Villiams  opened  the  campaign  against  Texas-Arlington 
Sept.  3  for  the  dedication  of  the  new  stadium  facility, 
and  Arkansas  State  invaded  the  Astroturf  of  Turpin  Sta- 
dium on  Sept.  17.  NSU  has  traveled  to  meet  the  University 


of  Cincinnati  and  Stephen  F.  Austin  so  far  this  season. 

The  rivalry  with  Northeast  is  a  long  one,  dating  back 
to  1952.  Northwestern  holds  a  dominating  18-7  lead  in  the 
25  games  played  between  the  teams,  but  in  recent  years 
it  has  been  a  much  closer  series.  In  fact,  the  Indians  had 
downed  the  Demons  three  years  in  a  row  before  NSU 
rallied  for  a  21-9  victor>'  in  Monroe  last  season. 

Northwestern  will  also  be  looking  to  get  above  the 
.500  mark  in  Homecoming  games  since  1948.  The  Demons 
have  a  14-14  record  in  Homecoming  outings  since  that 
year  and  have  lost  four  of  the  last  six  Homecoming  battles. 

All  is  not  lost,  though.  Northeast  has  been  the  Home- 
coming guest  of  NSU  on  four  previous  occasions,  and  North- 
western has  emerged  victorious  in  three  of  those  four  games.
